Hourly Rates Advanced 
For Foremen, Drivers 
And Laborers 

Borough Council members voted 
Monday night to raise the salaries 
of the Borough secretary, Public 
Works Superintendent, and labor- 
ers. 

In a report made by William S. 
Thompson, chairman of the Coun- 
cil Highway committee, salaries of 
Borough workmen were raised 
from $1 to $1-10 for foremen, from 
90c to $1 for drivers, and from 80c 
to 90c for laborers. The rates are 
subject to time and one-half after 
nine hours daily and for time 
worked on Sundays and holidays. 

The salary boost was the first 
made to Borough employes since 
1943, and will become effective 
November 1. 1947. 

The proposed raise for workmen 
will increase expenses of the High- 
way department $202.20 pr month, 
or $260 per year for each employe 
in the department. Over a year the 
new rates will increase the depart- 
ment erpenses approximately 
$2426.40. 

Rates paid in Lower Merion 
Township for similar work are 
from 93c an hour to $l-22Vi for 
foremen, 91c an hour for drivers, 
and from 84c to 94c an hour for 
laborers. 

The Borough secretary and the 
Public Works superintendent 
Mrs. Ruth W. Grace and George

Enrollment of 
Colleges Raises 

Bryn Mawr Only 
One Near Normal, 
Survey Shows 

Main Line colleges are suffering 
growing pains, according to a re- 
cent survey conducted among the 
larger colleges in the area. 

But although the enrollment has 
leaped to almost double that of 
earlier years, the colleges them- 
selves, with the exception of one, 
have not grown in proportion. 

The one exception is Villanova 
College, Rosemont, which is ex- 
panding to the extent of erecting 
prc-fabricated buildings for dormi- 
tories on the eastern end of the 
campus, and new chemical engi- 
neering, naval science and library 
buildings on the western end. 

The enrollment at Villanova has 
increased from 900 in 1940 to 2300 
in 1947, and the teaching staff has 
increased from 62 to 132. 

At Haverford College, while 
there has been almost no building 
increase, the enrollment has grown 
from 350 to 549. For. every applica- 
tion- the .college- accepted,,- officials 
refused nine. Ideal enrollment, the 
college directors stated, was 400. 

At Bryn Mawr College, however, 
enrollment has not been greatly in- 
creased. In 1940 there were 504 stu- 
dents and in 1947 there are 541, a 
figure 35 less than in a year ago.

Woman Claims Hampden Ave.

Mrs. G. W. Marshall, resident of

In Auto Accident 

Services for Prominent 
Narberth Resident Held 
On Monday Afternoon 

Funeral services for . Horace 
Wanamaker, Sr., of 210 Essex Ave-, 
Narberth, nephew of the founder of 
the John Wanamaker Store, and n 
resident of Narberth for the past 27 
j years, were held from Oliver H. 
Bair's Funeral Parlours, Philadel- 
phia, Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Wanamaker, who was 79,! proposed 
died of head injuries in Bryn Mawr 
Hos^ita^last TJvursdax. nighty four, 
hours after being struck by a car 
at Montgomery and Price Aves 
Narberth. 

Lower Merion Township police 
said the driver of the automobile 
was Mrs. Alma Diechler, 29, of 
Rosemont, wife of Dr- John Diech- 
ler. She was arrested on a technical 
charge of manslaughter and held 
under her own recognizance for 
an inquest to be conducted by the 
Montgomery County Coroner. 

Mrs. Diechler testified that the 
Victim was crossing Montgomery 
Ave. from north to south at Price 
Ave., as she approached driving 
east on Montgomery Ave. At the 
time she first saw him, she said, he 
was in the middle of the street. 

She reported that he stopped 
upon seeing her, but started for- 
ward again as her machine neared 
him, and that she was unable to 
avoid hitting him. 

Mr. Wanamaker, who was born 
in Philadelphia, was educated at the 
former Cheltenham Academy, and 
was associated with the John 
Wanamaker Store as transportation 
manager for 18 years before his 
retirement nine years ago. 

A veteran of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, he was a past commander 
of Naval Camp 1, Veterans of the 
Spanish-American War. He was 
also a member of the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church, and of the 
Founder's Association of the First 
Naval Battalion of Pennsylvania. 

Interment was in West Laurel 
Hill Cemetery. 

He is 'survived by two sons, 
Horace Wanamaker Jr., with whom 
he lived, and W. Wells Wanamaker, 
of Allentown; and a grandaughter, 
Susan Wanamaker.

Plans Further Study 
Before Passing 
Ordinance 

Narberth Borough Council on 
Monday night approved a commit- 
tee recommendation to Install 
parking meters in the Borough 
business district. 

The recommendation, made by 
the Council's special committee on 
traffic and parking, was read by 
Robert M. Cameron, committee 
chairman. The report stated that 
the recommendation was made to . 
provide a greater turnover in the 
available parking spaces In the 
Haverford Ave. business district 
and to aid in the enforcement of 
the existing time limit on parking. 

It was recommended that meters 
be installed on the following 
streets : 

Both sides of Haverford Ave., 
from Narberth Ave. to Essex 
Ave.; west side of Essex Ave., from 
Haverford Ave. to Windsor Ave.; 
both sides of Forrest Ave., from 
Haverford Ave. to Windsor Ave; 
east side of north Narberth Ave., 
from the railroad bridge to Wind- 
sor Ave.; Station Circle, and both 
sides of Windsor Ave- to Essex 
Ave. 

The recommendation also pro- 
posed a time limit of one hour for 
all parking meters with the ex- 
ception of those on Windsor Ave., 
which should be two hours. 

Cameron stated in his report 
that the meters will only partially 
aid in coping with Narberth's 
parking problem and that other 
steps will eventually have to be 
taken. 

"These other steps," he said, 
"may include the provision, either 
by private enterprise or by the 
Borough of off-street parking fa- 
cilities, cutting through of .the 
alley from Forrest to 
Essex Ave-, the plotting of an alley 
from Station Circle to North Nar- 
berth Aye*,- amending" .the- zoning; 
ordinance to provide that future 
commercial buildings shall provide 
off-street loading and unloading 
facilities and parking facilities in 
proportion to the square feet of 
retail floor space." 

Cameron's report was an answer 
to letters received by Borough 
Council from the Narberth Busi- 
ness Council stating that organi- 
zation's approval of the installa- 
tion of parking meters, which were 
read during the beginning of the 
meeting. 

An ordinance providing for the 
meters was introduced at the 
meeting, but will be held over for 
further study by the Council 
members.
